Where large numbers of animals 
ere to be handled, build a chute 
bout 20 inches wide with the 
boards on the inside of the posts 
and arrange a stanchion at the 
outlet in order to eateh and hold 
the animal while being treated, 

If there is much discharge from 
the wound, swab it out with ster- 
ile absorbent cotton and thorough- 
ly wash the discharge from the 
surrounding area with water, then 
inject benzol (90 per cent commer- 
cial) either by using a syringe or 
gn oil can, being sure to fill all 
pockets and cavities, Allow the 
benzol to act 2 to 3 minutes and 
then repeat the injection, In some 
cases it may be necessary to split 
the skin in order to get at the 
maggots in deep pockets, but as 
little damage as possible should 
be done to the tissues, Chloro- 
form can be used instead of ben- 
zol, but it is more expensive. 

After the maggots are killed 
snd removed from the wound, ap- 
ply pine tar oil (specifie gravity 
(065) to it and around the af- 
fected area, Repeat this treatment 
at intervals of % or 4 days until 
you are sure all maggots are 
lrilled, 

If pine tar oil is not available, 
use one part of pine tar and two 
parts of crank case oil or cotton- 
seed oil, The pine tar is more 
irritating and will not repel flies 
as long as the pine tar oil,

At State Summer Meets 


Jeff Martin, James wridgen and 
Leonard Strickland of the Mnter- 
prise FF. BF. A, Chapter; Dewey

Requirements For State Farmer 
Degree 

Listed below are the require- 
ments aS set up by the Alabama 
’. F, A, Association for the State 
Farmer applicants; 

1, Complete at least two years 
of systematic instruction in yoca- 
tional agriculture with approved 
home supervised practice program. 

2. Pass satisfactorily occupa- 
tional tests given by the “teacner 
of vocational agriculture, 

3. Have deposited in the bank 
or have productively invested a 
minimum of $250.00. 

4. Hold office in local F. F. A. 
chapter and pass satisfactorily a 
test in parliamentary procedure, 

5, Complete one or more of the 
following: (a) lead a group dis- 
cussion for 40 minutese, (b) make 
the school judging team, (c) de- 
bating team, (d) other teams rep- 
resenting the school. 

6. That school records show 
that scholastic standing for entire 
high school period is in the upper 
40 per cent of the class.

During his first year in vocation- 
al agriculture Jeff Martin carried 
cut a home supervised program 
consisting of three acres of cotton, 
two acres of corn, had a beef cat- 
tle feeding project and won grand 
champion at the Dothan Livestock 
show last year and Grand Cham- 
pion at Montgomery this year. 
Jeff has five calves which he is 
feeding out at the present time. 
Jeff has gotten a lot of good pub- 
lic speaking experience appearing 
in Civic clubs and many other ag- 
ricultural club programs talking 
about his cattle experiences, He 
was secretary of the Enterprise 
F, F, A, Chapter last year. 

James Pridgen started in agri- 
culture with four acres of peanuts 
as a home project and now has 
five acres of peanuts, a sow and 
litter and two beef calves which 
he is feeding for the fat-stock 
show in Dothan next spring. 

Leonard Strickland’s first home 
project consisted of 25 hens. He 
now has 150 laying hens, and corn 
enough to feed them.

County Is Reviewed

Coffee County's unusual voca- 
tional education program is forg- 
ing ahead in a big way, 

Our program in Coffee County 
is unusual in that we not only 
have “inside” teachers of yocation- 
a) agriculture and home economics 
ic the Hnterprise, Elba, New 
Brockton and Kinston schools, but 
we also have outside teachers of 
vocational agriculture and home 
economics (or field workers as they 
&re sometimes called) in the above 
first three named schools, 

The “inside” teachers teach the 
regular all-day classes and follow 
the boys and girls into their homes 
with a regular supervised practice 
program, and in addition teach 
two or more adult classes in the 
afternoon or evening, The “out- 
side’ teachers devote their entire 
time to instruction, demonstration 
with field lessons, and supervision 
of adult classes of men and wom 
en, day-unit and part-time (or out 
of school) classes of boys and girls, 

During the past year some fifty 
adult classes have been conducted 
in more than thirty of the rural 
communities of the county, Every 
effort is being made to reach all 
the farm homes, whether share- 
cropper, tenants or landlords. In- 
struction is based upon the needs 
found in the various communities 
with stress given to health, sani- 
tation, food, clothing, home man- 
agement, home improvernent, child 
care, planting year round gardens, 
tome orchards, livestock improve- 
ment, insect control, soil conser- 
vation, soil building, farm finance, 
fertilizers, field crops, varieties, 
end social and recreational life. 
In all cases the lessons are prac- 
tical and seasonal where possible. 

Canning Program 

The five canning plants which 
are located at Enterprise, Good- 
man, Elba, Kinston and Zion Chap- 
ci were opened for operation this 
past summer, These plants were 
turned over to the County Board 
of Education by the Farm Securi- 
ty Administration and the voca- 
tional teachers have been placed 
in charge of the supervision of 
these plants, 

A county-wide canning plant 
committe is composed of the fol- 
lowing members; W,. L, Walsh of 
Elba, chairman; J. H, Kitchens 
and Miss Opal Galloway, Enter- 
prise; Miss Velma Patterson and 
Mrs. Kathleen Ellis, Elba; W. 1. 
McArthur and A. C, Dunaway. 
Plans will be worked out by the 
above committee for the standardi- 
zation of all products canned and 
it is hoped that not only will the 
Tarm families of Coffee County 
put up all the canned food supply 
they need at home, but that we 
will have a market for surplus 
canned products and in this way 
have an additional source of cash 
income on the farm. 

Junior High School Work 

The day-unit work which was 
started in the new Goodman, Zion 
Chapel and New Hope Junior High 
Schools last year under the direc- 
tion of the “outside” teachers of 
vocational agriculture and home 
economics will be continued this 
year. A back-to-school movement 
bas been noted in these communi- 
ties and boys and girls who have 
been out of school for a number 
of years are returning to complete 
their education. After completing 
the ninth grade, many will go on 
to an accredited high school and

PLANT GRAINS 


FOR GAME BIRDS 


AUBURN, Ala. Now is the 
time to make fall plantings for 
game birds, especially quail, says 
Dr, A. M, Pearson, head of the 
Wildlife Research Laboratory at 
Auburn, One of the best crops to 
plant is native (Augusta) vetch, 
Native veteh produces more seed 
than other of the vetches, 

Other winter crops that may 
be planted for supplying food for 
game birds are wild winter pes, 
bluestem wheat, and abruzzi rye, 
These crops, if planted now, will 
produce green material which quail 
will eat during the winter months, 
and also produce seed readily eat- 
en by quail in late spring’ and in 


early summer when other desir- 
able foods are usually scarce, 
Another purpose of these ‘win- 


ter crops is to serve as cover for 
quail from weather and enemies, 

It is best to plant these crops 
around edges of fields adjacent to 
woods or fence rows, Quail will 
vse them most frequently if lo- 
cated in such places,

ISAIAH: FORETELLING THE 
BIRTH OF THE MESSIANIC KING 


inka TEXT—Isalah 7:14; 9:1-7; 


GOLDEN TEXT—His name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The Prince 
of Peace,—Isatah 9:6. 

Christ is coming! Christ has come! 
Christ is coming again! All three of 
these great truths are declared by 
Holy Scripture. In our lesson for 
today we study the prophecy of His 
birth which was given by Isaiah 
about 750 years before the event 
took place, and with it we find many 
beautiful details concerning His 
blessed character and accomplish- 
ments. It is entirely appropriate that 
the lesson for today should be taken 
from the Old Testament and relate 
to the prophecy of the coming of the 
Messianic King, thus binding to- 
gether the Old and the New Testa- 
ments. Isaiah's prophecy prepares 


us to study His life in the Gospel of: 


Matthew, beginning next week. 

I. The Coming of the King (7:14; 
9:1-6). 

To us it is entirely understandable 
that the Son of God was to be- 
come flesh and dwell among us and 
that all the grace and power of God 
should be upon Him, for we know 
that He did come in perfect fulfill- 
ment of the Scriptures. But let us 
not fail to note the marvel of this 
revelation made centuries in ad- 
vance through God's prophet. 


1. Born of a Virgin (7:14; 9:6). 

He was to be born. Christ did 
not come as a fully matured divine 
being after the fashion of the so- 
called gods of mythology, but He 
entered our needy world as the Babe 
of Bethlehem'’s manger. What in- 
finite condescension! 


He was to be born of a virgin, 
and so He was. There are those 
who would minimize the importance 
of this, or try to explain it away by 
interpreting the word “virgin’’ to 
mean a young married woman. The 
late Robert Dick Wilson, an out- 
standing authority, says, ‘‘The great 
and only difficulty lies in disbelief 
in predictive prophecy and in the al- 
mighty power of God, or in the de- 
sire to throw discredit on the divine 
Sonship." 

2. God with Us (7:14). 

“Immanuel” means “God with 
us.’ Isalah had a foregleam of the 
incarnation which brought the eter- 
nal Son of God into that God-man 
relationship which was absolutely in- 
dispensable if there was to be re- 
demption. Sin had made a barrier 
between God and man which man 
could not pass, and only as the God- 
man, Christ Jesus came through 
that barrier to be ‘'God with us’ 
could there be any hope of our salva- 
tion. 

3. A Great Light (9:2). 

The Messiah was to break through 
the dense darkness of sin and sor- 
row to bring light and joy. How 
gloriously that prophecy has been 
fulfilled! 

II. The Character of the King (9: 
6, 7; 1121-5). 

The prophet foretold not only the 
meaningful names of the coming 
Messiah, but pictured in glowing 
beauty the mighty things which He 
was to accomplish. 

1. Revealed by His Names (9:6). 

“Wonderful'’—that word has been 
so misused that it means compara- 
tively little to us. It really fulfills 
its true meaning in Christ. He is 
unique, remarkable, yes, truly won- 
derful. ‘‘Counsellor'’—in every de- 
tail of life, great or small, an in- 
fallible guide. ‘'Mighty God’'’—not 
just like God, or representing God; 
Christ is God. ‘Everlasting . Fa- 
ther’’—the tender and loving, un- 
failing One to whom time does not 
bring any change, for He is the 
“Father of eternity.” “Prince of 
Peace’’—He is not yet the ruler of 
the nations of the world, hence we 
hear not only of wars but of rumors 
of wars. Mark it well that there 
will be no enduring peace until He 
comes to reign whose right it is to 
reign, the divine Prince of Peace. 


2. Revealed by His Deeds (9:7; 
11:1-5). 

Eternal justice and righteousness, 
peace, wisdom, understanding, coun- 
sel and might, the spirit of knowl- 
edge and the fear of God, unfailing 
equity—all these glorious accom- 
plishments are to characterize the 
Messiah according to Isaiah’s proph- 
ecy. 

Has the prophecy been fulfilled? 
We know that all of these qualities 
were in Christ when He came to 
earth the first time, but the com- 
plete fulfillment of this prophecy 
awaits that day toward which the 
child of God looks with joy and 
hope when Christ shall come again. 
As we study this portion of our les- 
son, our hearts should cry out with 
John, “Even so, come, Lord Je- 
sus” (Rev. 22:20).

COTTON PRICE ADJUSTMENT 
BLANKS RECEKIVED BY AGENT 


County Agent Hugh D, Sexton 
last week announced receipt of 
blank forms on whieh Coffee 
County farmers participating in 
the 1989 Agricultural Conservation 
Program are applying for price 
sdjustment payments on this 
year's crop. 

The county agent said payments 
to the farmers will be made just 
a fast as the applications can be 
vudited and properly approved, 
The poyments for the entire State 
will amount to $18,955,676. 

The price adjustment 
rate on cotton has been 
1.6 cents for each pound of the 
established normal yield on each 
nerve of the 1989 cotton aereage 
allotment, 

Mr, Sexton pointed out that the 
price adjustment payment, which 
is known as a “parity” or “sub- 
sidy" payment, will be made to 
cotton farmers whose acreage 
Planted to cotton this year does 
rot exceed the 1989 cotton acre- 
age allotment.

For example, he explained, on a 
farm with a cotton allotment of 
20 acres and a normal yield of 200 
pounds of lint cotton per acre, the 
price adjustment payment would 
apply to 20 by 200 pounds, or 4,000 
pounds, At the rate of 1.6 cents 
per pound, this would give the 
farm a cotton price adjustment 
of $64, 

ne regular conservation pay- 
ment on cotton, which will be 
made at a later date, will be com- 
puted at the rate of 2 cents per 
pound on the normal yield of the 
cotton acreage allotted the farm, 
provided the allotment is not over- 
planted. If the allotment has been 
knowingly overplanted, no conser- 
vation payment will be made or 
if the allotment is exceeded at all 

knowingly or otherwise—no 
price adjustment payment will be

Through proper feeding, pullets 
can be held back so as not to 
start laying until they have reach- 
ed the desired physical deyelop- 
ment, Care should be taken not 
to hold them back enough to stunt 
their growth, A high protein diet 
Stimulates excessively rapid 
growth. Lowering the protein con- 
tent of the ration reduces the rate 
of growth and allows the birds to 


accumulate surplus fat on their 
bodies. One method of accomp- 
lushing this result is to feed a 


mash of lower protein content,

LOR POULTKY PRODUCTION 


Since profitable poultry produc- 
tion requires paying strict atten- 
tion to details any poultry raiser 
will do well to adhere closely to 
the following suggestions: 

1. Vaccinate pullets to prevent 
fowl pox. 

2. Keep pullets free from lice. 

8. Keep houses clean and sani- 
tary. 

4, Worm pullets and hens at 
intervals by using the following 
procedure: 


(a) Mix two pounds of tobacco 
dust with 100 pounds of feed, 
either growing mash or laying 
mash, This is sufficient for 100 
birds. 

(b) Feed this mixture for a 


fen-day period. 

(c) Then feed mash that does 
not contain tobacco dust for a ten- 
day period. 

(d) Repeat number (a) for an- 
other ten day period. This treat- 
ment may be repeated every two 
or three months, 

5. Provide green feed at all 
times. Winter: rye, rape and oats 
or mixtures of these. Summer: 
soybeans, cowpeas, corn, 

6. Remove sick or diseased 
birds as quickly as they get sick.

PARMERS WORK 
TO CONSERVE SOL, 


AUBURN, Ala,—Alabama farm- 
ora believe in saving and building 
the soil and during 19388 made 
fiant strides in this new. endeavor, 
AAA records compiled by A, W 
Jones, State administrative offic. 
er, reveal, 

While records are not yet avail- 
ible, it is believed that 1930 will 
show a still greater attempt on 
the part of farmers to conserye 
the soil for farm security and the 
welfare of themselves and the rest 


of the Nation, 
Jones said farmers carried out 
practices worth $3,927,687 in the 


soil building program of the AAA 
last year, However, on many 
farms practices exceeded the pay 
allowance for those farms while 
or many farms where soil build- 
ing practices were needed most, 
noe work was done, 

“State tabulations show that fot 
the State as a whole there were 
practices worth $3,927,687 carried 
out by farmers under the 1938 
program,” Jones said, ‘However, 
the payments made were for only 
$2,358,764 worth of soil building 
practices, The explanation of this 
is that each farm cooperating in 
the AAA program has a soil build- 
ing allowance. Payments for work 
up to the limit will be made but 
no payments will be made for 
work in excess of this allowance, 

Therefore, it is clear to see that 
many farmers are doing more soil 
building than their allowance will 
cover, while there are others who 
are not doing enough practices to 
earn their allowance,” 

Last year Alabama farmers used 
16,000 tons of superphosphate, 
28,000 tons of basic slag, terraced 
219,000 acres, applied 16,000 tons 
of limestone and seeded 238,114 
acres of permanent improved pas- 
ture, In addition, farmers plant- 
ed last fall a total of 555,000 acres 
of winter legumes and last spring 
turned under 410,000 acres of le- 
fumes planted in the fall of 19387, 


“Hven though pasture acreage 
was increased from 2,800 in 1937 
to 23,114 in 19388, only a small 


amount of the soil building work 
necessary has been done,” Jones 
pointed out. “For, instance, only 
one-fortieth of the cropland was 
terraced, and only 8 per cent of 
the cropland planted to legumes, 
In other words, the acreage of win- 


ter legumes would have to be 
trebled before one-fourth of the 
farm land in the State would be 
used,”

“The high and low points of the 
State’s farming are depicted in 
the paintings and each picture 
shows what farmers were doing 
in the various periods to build a 
better agriculture,”’ Mr. Davis said.

In addition to his sponsorship of 
the truck bill I am glad indeed 
to inform you that Mr, Rowe is 
and has been taking an active part 
in assisting us with our entire pro- 


gram, He actively assisted us in 
the passage of House Bill 3892, 
which, when signed by the Gov- 


ernor, will definitely protect farm- 
ers, cotton gin, saw mill, ice plant 
and motor boat operators from the 
payment of the six cents gasoline 
tax on their tractor and diesel 
fuels. He is also assisting us in 
the passage of House Bill 627 
granting a 30 per cent pump li- 
cense reduction, and House Bills 
478 and 479 eliminating the bat- 
tery license from service stations 
and garages, 

The people of Coffee County and 
the other counties in Mr, Rowe's 
District are to be commended up- 
on sending to the Alabama Legis- 
lature the type of men you have 
sent. This is particularly true in 
Mr. Rowe's case and we all owe 
him a great debt of gratitude.

MONTGOMERY, Sept, 26.—Un- 
employment benefits totaling 
$2,266.36 were paid to residents 
of Coffee County in August by the 
division of unemployment compen- 
sation of the Department of In- 
dustrial Relations, Judge John D, 
Petree, Director, announced today. 
Benefits totaling $431,808 were

MONTGOMERY, Ala.—Chief T. 
Weller Smith of the State High- 
way Patrol announced Saturday 
i939 drivers license would be rec- 
ognized until November 15, the 
same date current automobile tags 
hecome delinquent, 

While the new State Depart- 
ment of Safety law, becoming ef- 


fective October 1, provides no 
“erace’ period for purchase of 
drivers licenses, Smith said it per- 


mitted him to fix “reasonable rules 
and regulations’ and he was act- 
ing under this authority in extend- 
ing the purchasing deadline. 

Under the new law, only those 
holding 1939 licenses will be ex- 
empt from patrol examination. 
Persons must undergo a test as to 
ability and fitness. 

Capt. James F, Brawner, direc- 
tor of the examining division, said, 
however, persons could take more 
than one test, perfecting them- 
selves in qualifications in the 
meantime. 

Examinations will be divided in- 
to three parts 1. Physical; 2. 
Knowledge of road rules and signs; 
and 3. Ability to handle automo- 
bile. 

Under the new law creating the 
Department of Safety, drivers li- 
censes are automatically revoked 
upon conviction of driving’ while 
drunk, and upon the third convic- 
tion for wreckless driving. They 
can not be reinstated until the 
next licensing period, which will 
be October 1, 1941, 

The new act requires the pur- 
chase of a two-year license by all 
drivers. The license will cost 
$1.10, compared with annual 
charges heretofore of 60 cents for 
owners of automobiles and 35 
cents for non-owners,

The new units will be organized 
on October 1, 1989, and will be 
located as follows; at Birmingham, 
the 28rd Signal Troop, 23rd Cay- 
alry Division, Captain Erwin M, 
Carnes commanding, with 3 of- 
ficers and 78 men; at Florence, the 
10ist Wngineer Company (Light 
Ponton), with Captain William H, 
Cromwell, commanding, with & of- 
ficers and 182 men; at Decatur, 
the 102nd Wngineer Company, 
(Light Ponton), Captain Woolsey 
Finnell, Jr, commanding, with 3 
officers and 182 men, The 28rd 
Signal Troop will be composed of 
signal communications specialists, 
with a large number of radio op- 
evators required, The two light 
Ponton Engineer Companies will be 
the only units of their kind in the 
United States, the Regular Army 
has no units like them, They and 
the Signal Troop were located to 
satisfy strategical requirements 
and in places where the special 
types of personnel required were 
best available. 

The 106th Ammunition Train, at 
Luverne, will be disbanded on Sep- 
tember 80, 1939, and the Service 
Company, 106th Medical Regiment, 
will be moved from Florence and 
reorganized at Luverne in its 
place on October 1, 1939, 
The strength increase authoriz- 
ed by the President has been used 
{to build up the 167th Infantry 
(North and Central Alabama) to 
726 men, the 127th Engineer 
Squadron (Tennessee River Valley 
Basin) to 300 men, the two En- 
gineer Ponton Companies to 132 
men each, the 31st Signal Com-
